For a great many years past there has 


been a public sentiment in favor of com- 
pelling the Union Pacific, Central Pa- 
cific, and other grest railroad corpor- 
ations breathed into life with silver 
spoons in their mouths by the General 
(government, to pay the costs of survey- 
ing and locating lands donated to them 
and to take out patents therefor, so that 
such lands could become subject to 
State and county taxation, and be made 
to contribute their share toward paying 
some of the expenses indirectly incurred 
for partially protecting the interests of 
the corporations. It is estimated that 
one million acres of land justly taxable 
now escape taxation because of the 
action 
of the railroad companies 
in 


technically evading the provisions of 
their incorporation papers. At the 
first session of this Congress bills ware 
introduced to compel the roads to do 
these things, and last December Von 
Wyck reported to the Senate from the 
Committee on Public Lauds a bill to 
meet the giisvancfs of which complaint 
is made. On Tuesday last he presented 
a report setting forth his reasons for 
the passage of the bill. His bill pro- 
vides for the relinquishment and quit- 
claim to any State, county or munici- 
pality selling uupatented lands donated

New "Xorfc's War Uovcrnor. 


Ex-Governor Edwin D. Morgan, who 


died in New York City, on the evening 
of the 14th, was born in Connecticut in 
1811, 
and at the age of seventeen 


entered a wholesale grocery house as 
clerk. In three years he became a 
partner and the house removed to New 
York. 
He commenced his political 


career as member of the City Council of 
Hartford, Conn., forty-six years ago. 
Since that time he has held the follow- 
ing offices: Alderman and Commissioner 
of Immigration for New York City, 
State Senator, Chairman of the Repub- 
lican National Committee, Governor of 
New York two terms and United States 
Senator for six years. 
Governor Mor- 


gan made a large fortune during the 
war as a contractor and by furnishing 
shoddy clothing to the soldiers. He 
was one of the heavy men of Republi- 
can politics, and was perhaps the larg- 
est contributor in the country to cam- 
paign funds. 
It was this fact and not 


superior ability that gave him promi- 
nence. But in spite of his millions he 
was defeated for re-election to the 
United States Senate in 1869 by Gover- 
nor R. E. Fenton, a much abler man. 
His campaign against Fenton is said to 
have cost Morgan $600,000, aud it nearly 
broke his heart When Feutou defeated 
him. 
Since then he hus lived a retired 


life in his elegant mansion in New 
York. He invested some of his money 
in Texas bonds and railroads. The 
bonds proved a good investment and 
increased in value euough to make him 
aaother large fortune. President Arthur 
is one of the porteges of the late Gover- 
nor Morgan, and he offered his benefac- 
tor a place in his Cabinet soon after 
Garfield's death. But Governor Mor- 
gan declined it on account of ill health. 
President Arthur's first prominence 
was obtained when Governor Morgan 
made him one of his secretaries and 
afterwaads 
Quartermaster-General on 


his staff when he was Governor in 1860. 
Iu this place Arthur became acquainted 
with the lending New York politicians, 
and in a few years became au expert 
wire puller and manipulator in State 
politics. Afterwards he became Collec- 
tor of the port of New York and took a 
hand in politics, and he is now Presi- 
dent. But he owes his start iu life to 
ex-Governor Morgan.

The San Francisco Call says "the 


question of water rates, which for years 
past has been agitated by the people, 
and successive Water Rate Commission- 
ers aud Boards of Supervisors without 
benefit resulting to the inhabitants or 
water-rate 
takers, 
who 
notwith- 


standing the pretended reduction made 
in the rates from time to tiuio by those 
authorized to fix them, found no mute- 
rial reduction iu the bills, was most 
summarily dealt with by the Supervis- 
ors Wednesday night. Upon the recom- 
mendation of the Water Committee the 
board passed to print an order reducing 
the rates to be charged the inhabitants 
of this city, from and after July 1st next, 
37% per cent, from those charged at 
the present time. This reduction in 
water rates will reduce the revenue of 
the Water Company from $1,325,049 
received last year to $921,209, or about 
30 per cent. The order also provides 
that the shipping in the bay and along 
the bulkhead and wharves shall be sup- 
plied with water from the pipes and 
mains of the company at regular rates. 
This will practically abolish the water 
monopoly that has been charging the 
shipping in the bay exorbitant rates for 
water supplied, greatly to the damage of 
commerce in this port."

Berlin boasts of a very old tree. 
It 


is of the species "Taxus Caccutn," 
'stands iu the gardens of the "Herren- 
haus" (Upper Chamber Building), aud 
is over 800 years old. Its height is 
about 38 feet, and its lower circumfer- 
ence about 5 feet. 
As a forest tree this 


particular species is apparently wholly 
extinct—the fact of its being met with 
inside the city walls is a rarity all the 
greater, considering the remarkable size 
of the specimen in question.

proprietors, were once ojwned by the 
father of Felix Mendelsshon-Bartholdy;

PERSIAN til ARACTT ERISTICS. 


The great charm of the Persians is 


their inanlinep-t and heartiness. 
These 


qualities in the Afghan are linked with 
blood thirsty treachery and greed, but 
the Persians are not cblood-thirsty or 
cruel by nature, and one need fear no 
violotion of the laws of hospitality 
under a Persian roof. Again, whatever 
may be the rule in Ozarbaijan and Khor- 
assan, a Persian in the parts where 
traveled has no objection to eat with a 
European or to smoke from the same 
palyan, unless he believes some one of 
the stricter school among his country- 
men-is present. I need hardly say what 
an element of attractiveness lies in this 
one fact as a contrast to the caste and 
exolusivenoss of India. In other re- 
spects also the Persians hove an admir- 
able freedom from prejudices. 
They 


are quick witted, and ingenious people, 
highly imitative and ready to adopt the 
manners of western nations. "You 
English have been 100 years in India," 
said a Persian to me, "and you have 
not yet taught the people to drink out 
of glass. If you were governing Persia, 
in 20 years the whole population would 
be wearing European clothes and eating 
witli a knife aud fork." 
This was per- 


hapiij an exaggerated way of putting 
the truth. ' Certainly Persia presents no 
deep-rooted obstacle to influx of Euro- 
pean thoughts and manners, even of 
European fashions, if they oould but 
reach the women. 
A nation which has 


produced so many free-thinking poets 
can never relapse into bigotry. 
The 


influence of Hafiz is greater iu the long 
run than that of all the moullahs, and 
one sees at once that the Mohammedan- 
ism of Persia is very different from that 
of India. 
Another instance of that 


freedom of prejudice which 
distin- 


guishes Persians is their love of travel. 
The one redeeming point in a Persiajk 
servant is his uncomplaining endurance 
of long marches, and the cheerful curi- 
osity with which he confronts the pros- 
pect of an excursion into some half 
starved region among the savage hills.

The Turtle Industry. 


Faw people have any adequate idea of 


the quantity of turtles which are con- 
sumed in this country. New York fur- 
nishes the chief market, and there come 
into this port every year from 150,000 
to 180,000 pounds. Philadelphia comes 
next after New York, and Baltimore 
stands third on the list, those iwo cities 
talcing together,[probably 50,000 pounds, i 
while Boston has never developed any ' 
great fondness for this article of food, 
and is satisfied with about 2,000 pounds 
a year. Turtles are most plentiful dar- 
ing the Summer, and not seldom are 
brought to New York in larger quanti- 
ties than the market demands, iu which 
case they are placed in floating cars iu 
the slip behind Pulton Market aud fed 
until«they are v. anted. While thus 
confined they are given cabbages, .'ef- 
tuoe, celery tops and watermelon rinds, 
this latter article of diet being the 
turtle's special weakness. They can 
onlj be kept in the river, however, dur- 
ing the Summer months and September, 
as a temperature below 40 degrees kills 
them. Turtles vary iu si.'ie from a few 
pounds to over a quarter of a ion, the 
largest ever brougnt to this market hav- 
ing weighorl SCO pounds, 
Mr. E. C. 


Bluckforil, the well-known fish ilaulur 
of Fulton Market, often him turtles 
weighing 300 pounds. 
The hi.;es most 


iu demand, however, uru from liity 10 
soventy-iivij jjonuJs, ard tho cuntouiers 
are aiuiosi invariably hotel and rostau- 
raut keepers. Iu Philadelphia there is 
more demand for small turtles, weigh- 
ing from six to twelve pounds, for 
family use. The price varies from 
twenty cents in Winter to as low as ten 
cents iu Summer. 


The turtles sold in Now York come 


for the most part from Key West. 
An- 


other source of supply is the Bahama 
Islands, the turtles from which region 
are rather small but toothsome, selilom 
weighing over 100 pounds, aud averag- 
ing about tweuty-five. 
Tho largest 


turtles are found in the Spanish Main, 
but their flesh is apt to be coarse, and 
they are, therefore not usually consid- 
ered so desirable as those from the Ba- 
hamas or Key West.

Surveyor Uenernl Hatch's 


Upon the Subject. 


Views 


"Nature has provided us with a pure 


and healthy atmosphere, with sunny 
skies and propitious seasons; but she 
has been less lavish with the element of 
water. The Sierras, with their reser- 
voirs of snow, send to our western val- 
leys n Spring-tide of this joyful element, 
often too bountiful to suit the philoso- 
phy of the practical-minded granger, 
who sees no way to utilize it, for it is 
not needed to quicken the germs of 
seeds yet unsown; but when he views 
the receding mantle of snow and the 
craggy peaks of the Sierras showing no 
caps of white; when the volume of the 
river torrent dwindles to a mere brook; 
when the ditches run 
low and the 


ominous dark green color settles upon 
his fair fields, betokening drouth, he 
begins to think, and finally to declare 
his belief that sometime in the future 
some wise man from the East or the 
West will arise in tho State Legislature, 
or in the halls of Congress, and piopose 
some means for locking up and retain- 
ing the 
EEDUNDANT WATERS OF THE SPBINQ-TIME 
Iu the lakes and valleys, gorges and 
dells in tho rook-bound fastnesses of 
the mountains. Let no one say: "There 
are no water-ways in Nevada worth 
damming or improving." Our Repre- 
sentativejj in Congress should reconsid- 
er. The time is at hand when some 
means other than prfvate enterprise 
must be provided to husband the waters 
that run to waste at a time when they 
cannot be utilized. Water, to our peo- 
ple, 
is as valuable as the gold we dig 


from our mines. Farming, stock-rais- 
ing 
and 
every other industry our 


parched and arid State invites, cannot 
exist without water. 
In proportion, as 


we increase its supply, will all indus- 
tries increase and thrive. The ancients, 
riot through individual enterprise, but 
through the genius and enterprise of 
their governments, erected vast rsser- 
voirs and aqueducts for retaining water 
for irrigating purposes. The crumbling 
rains of these works are still visible in 
Palestine, Arabia and Egypt, where the 
chmiUe and .soil is similar to ours.

The acquisition of the new country 
lying between the Rocky Mountains 
and the Sierra Nevadas, which, in the 
memory of many, was marked oa the 
uiups us 'The Great American Desert,' 
'Unexplored Regions,' and 'Great Salt 
Luke Basin,' has been carved into 
States and Territories, and settled by 
people who are not behind the age in 
point of intelligence and enterprise, and 
who believe they understand what is re- 
quired to develop the vast resources of 
this wonderful country. It would seem 
reasonable that a people so situated, 
and who, laboring under great diffi- 
culties, have succeeded in developing 
resources that have enriched the nation 
iu times of her greatest need, should be 
entitled to a share of the immense sums 
of money appropriated for the improve- 
ment of water-ways in older and richer 
States, and that such share should be 
expended in improving and enhancing 
the water supply of their State.
